DR. BILLING TO TAKE CHARGE OF THE 
REPORT ON THE MORTALITY, eic. 
A GOOD APPOINTMENT. 


Department of the Interior, 
Census Office, 


Washington, D. C., May 1, 1889. 
To the Medical Profession: 


The various medical associations 
and the medical profession will be 
glad to learn that Dr. John S. Bill- 
ings, Sargeon U. 8. Army, has con- 
sented to take charge of the Report 
on the Mortality and Vital Statis- 
tics of the United § tates as return- 
ed by the Eleventh Census. 

As the United States has no sys- 
tem of registration of vital statis- 
ties, such as relied upon by other 
civilized nations for the purpose of 
ascertaining the actual movement 
of pouplation, our census affords 
the only opportunity of obtaining 
near an approximate estimate of 
the birth and death rates of much 
the larger part of the country, 
which is entirely unprovided with 
any satisfactory system of State 
and municipal registration. 

In view of this, the Census Office, 
during the month of May this year, 
will issue to the medice! profession 
throughout the country ‘Phystcan’s 
Registers’ for the purpose of obtain- 
ing more accurate returns of death 
than it is possible for the enumera- 
tors to make. It is earnestly hoped 
that physicians in every part of the 
country will co-operate with the 
Census Office iu important 


work. The record should be kept 


from June 1, 1889, to May 31, 1890. 
Nearly 26,000 of these registation 


books were filled up and returned 


to the office in 1880, and nearly all 
of them used for statistical pur- 
poses. It is hoped that donble this 
number will be obtained for the 
Eleventh Census. 

Physician not receiving Regis- 
ters Gan obtain them by sending 
their names and addresses to the 
Census Office, and, with the Reg- 
ister, an official envelope which 
requires no stamps will be provided 
for their return to Washington. 

If all medical and surgical prac- 
titiovers throughout the country 
will lend their aid, the mortality 
and vital statistics of the Eleventh 
Cengus will be more comprehen- 
sive and complete tian they have 
ever been. Every physician should 
take a personal pride in having 
this report as fall and as accurate 
as it is possible to make it-
